PROPER PLACE FOR A DRYDOCK

HE news from Boston that work was be-

gEun yesterday on the new drydock ought
to otlr the Chamber of Commeres and the
Port Commissloners here to renewed efforts
to get the proposed Government drydock
for this port.

Boston. had filve docks before work on the
new one was started. Two of them are In
the Navy Yard and three are privately
owned, The largest s big enough to accoms-
modate a veasel only 726 feet long, the same
slze as the large dock at the League laland
yard. The new dock, bullt by the Port Com-
mission and to be under public control, Is
to be 1200 feet long., 120 feet wide with 35
feot of water on the sill at low tide. There
Is no dry dock In the world so large. Not
only has Boston had snterprise enough to
plan the dock, but her Port Commissioners
had Initintive enough to go to Europe and
make contracts for {ts use with steamship
lines whose ships were too big to dock any-
where olse on the Atlantic coast,

Fhiladelphia has only three drydocks. two
of which are in the Navy Yard, but it Is
the biggest shipbullding centre on this con-
tinent. It is the one place In America where
facllities for docking vessels should be the
best because It is the one place wherse facill-
ties for bullding and repairing =hipa are
the greateat. If Congress were In the con-
trol of business men instead of politicians
there would be no hesitation In selecting the
League Island Navy Yard as the site for
the new naval dryvdock. It will cost much
less here than at Newport News and the
use for It would be much greater. If one
or more of the new war ships now planned
are to be bullt here there should be a dock
blg enough to meet the growing demands of
the developed Government shipbullding plant,
No argument |s needed to establish this prop-
osition, for it Is self-evident.

We can have the drvdock If the blg men
of the city will only get busy and Eo after
it with the same energy that they display
in thelr privite affairs,

DANGER IN THE TWILIGHT ZONE

HERE will be general regret that Judge

Sulzberger could not find legal warrant
for convieting two book agents who misrep-
resented the character of the work they were
selling. He sald the principal was *“a skil-
ful and dangerous lHar, but not eriminally
reaponsible.”

The Judge must know the law, but the
rest of us have been under the Impression
that there is a statute forbidding misrgpre-
sentation, and providing proper penalties for
Its viclation. It certalnly applies to mer-
chants who print fraudulent advertisements
and thereby attempt ta decelve the publie.
The book agents must have escaped In that
twillght mone which encircles all statdtes en-
acted to protect the Innocent and unsuspect-
ing purchaser.

He was born at Tamagun, Pa, on March
17, 1876f—the Centennial year and St. Pat-
rick’'s Day—hence his middle name. His
father was 4 laborer. The famlily came to
this city when “Joe'" was 7 vears old. After
spending four years hustling bricks, “Joe"
found there were better chances of advance-
ment elsewhere, He got a job as a helper
on one of John Wanumakers dellvery
wagons, A few years of this sufficed. His
next job was a clerkship In an Asbury Park
hotel, whence he went to Enterprise, Fla
Perhaps he took his inspiration from the
name of the town. At any rate, he learned
that he npeeded something besides the
muscles developed In the brickyard to get
along in the world, so he returned to this
city and took a course In g business school,
returning Iater to the hbtal business in
Florida. At the age of 20 he was manager
of the Montezuma Hotel in that State.

In between his office houra while working
as o hotel clerk, he had been developing
into a blcycle racer. This sport was new
then, apd he made good. He also made
money; but what fs more to the polnt, he
saved It, At 21 he settled permanently in
FPhiladelphin. registered at the law school
from the office of Randall & Flaherty and
turned all his energy to study. Twe years
after graduating from the University he was
appointed an Asslstant Clity Solloitor and
given work with the road jury. It goes
without saying that there was polities bhe-
hind the appointment; but even his political
opponenta are willing to admit that Rogers
never was given a job he couldn't hold on
sheer abllity.

Diversions of a Popular Man

Mr. Rogers waa the organiser of the Broil-
ers’ Club and Is a member of the Cricket
Club, the West Chester Hunt Club, the Hunt-
ing Club, the Manufacturers’ Club, Pen and
Pencll and various others, In addition to the
Clover. He gave up his position as master
of hounds at the Chester Valley Hunt Club
some time ugo becouse he wus getting too
heavy for hard riding., but he still follows
the hounds occasionally. His principal
hobby now Is swimming, at which he is an
expert. He manages to find time for a
plunge at the Athletle Club of Philadelphia
nearly every day. In his younger days Le
played water polo.

Judge Togers lu exceedingly popular. He
Is well Hied, especinlly by lawyvers and
newspaper men; by the former becauss he
has the reputation of always playing fair,
and by the latter for the same reason and
flso because in the conduct of hix cases he
pever “plays o the grand stand,” as some
lawyers do. He has an aggressive, compelling
manner in an emergency, but he succeeds
more often by adroltness than by force.

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THE NEW PERSONALITY OF VIVIANI

French Premier, a Man of Incredible Eloquence, Has Received a |
Vote of Confidence, Not Only in the War Policy of His
Government, but in Himself Also

ROM that dramatic scene in the Cham-
ber of Deputles, when the Government
received a rousing vote of confidence, Rene
Vivianl emerges the strongest man in France
today, ns he has been through many trying
months, Strength

PREMIER VIVIANL and refuse to explaln
his war policy, we can only bellsve that now
it Is not less wonderful, It ls hardly strange
that Vivianl, so equipped and fortified, has
done things that were generally believed to
be Impossible,

Viviani was chosen for his present position
after two veteran politiclans, Ribot and Dou-
morgue, hiad falled and Delcasso had declined
to try it, and it may be ndded that President
Polncare owes his political salvation to this
Frenchman with the Italian name and some
mixture of Florentine bleod, Yorthwith he
carried the day, agalnst heavy odds, for the
three-year military service principle, And
then Viviani formed the “wonder cabinet,”
which Included not only Ribot and Dou-
mergue, but Delcasse na well, If it was a
great feat to gecure the services of Delcasse,
it was also a triumph to part with him with-
out causing any kind of political sgquabbls
worth mentioning,. The Premler won the
united support of the Soclalists, whom he
had alienated by his apostasy, and succeaded
In mainteining In the officlal family of
France a harmony that was hardly to be
expected, In the extraordinary circumstances,
In & country which has had sixty “govern-
ments” since SBedan, And with a few care.
fully chosen words and a few graceful ges-
tures he calms an Inciplent but <oncerted
opposition into an attitude which Is aec-
qulescent, If it is nothing else.

It was a triumph of personality. It s per-
sonality that informs the Vivianl eloquence,
Of the Premler it has beon sald that he can
achleve more in the Chamber of Deputies
by merely waving his hand than any other
politician could do through the most stupen-
dous oratlon, but gesture ls not the whole
socret. Careful critics who have listened to
his npecches declare unrdservedly that Vivi-
ani is the greatest living master of the
spoken word. Friends and enemies pay won.
dering tribute to hiv coplous and rich vooabu-
lary. Then there's the volee—a tremendons,
changing, harmonious, lowing volce, & voloe
with tears In It, or & voloe that seems to
bleed. a volce that rushes like a tempest, or

suggests the lute or the harp. Then there's
the manner, It |s the charm of perfect cour-
tesy. And then, both first and last, the per-
sonality of Rene Vivianl,

Vivian! is a genlus who arrived late. Un-
til he was 46 or so, his personality was, 80
to epeak, scattered. All at once it became
integrated: all at once the man's character
took on a new maturity and solidity. His
fellow-countrymen noted the chapge but
could hardly belleve it. The difference has
been convincingly plain only during the 14
months of the great world war, It Is not
only the “Government" in which France
has voted confidence, bHut the man, Viviani,
of whom the country knew not, & Year ago,
what to expect. Truly this remarkable man
found himself late, and came late to his own.

Born in the north of Africa, he is 52 years
old. His physique Is of the heavy type—
large shoulders, expansive walstline, full
hips. He hns a protuberant nose and his
skin Is swarthy. Grizzled hair ecrowns the
face. Instead of thundering indignation, he
finshes it with his eyes ncross the lnrgest
hall, There Is something, apparently, of
the Bpaniard In his grand deportment.

“A Practieal Socialist”

He early took to the law and specdily be-
came one of the leadera of the Paris bar
Ho entered Parlinment at the age of 21. In
his twenties he was a thorough Soclalist,
nand was easlly ons of the stars of the party.
Long before the public had heard of Briand,
it knew Vivianl, When in 1904 the United
Boclalist party was formed, its members
bound by International agreement not to ac-
cept office in “bourgeols” governments, Vi-
vianl stayed outside. Jean Jaures apcoused
him of a turpitude only matched by that of
Lucifer himself. But it meant political suc-
cess. Chief of all the charges preferred
against Vivienl by his enemies was that he
was ready to sacrifice anything to his lust
for power, his craving for fame and for the
applause of the multitudes. He dofined hin
soclaliem In terms that brought down on
his head the bitterest opithets on which
Jaures could Iny his hands. As an “Inde-
pendent Sociallst” he was received Into the
Clemenceau Cabinet, to be the first Minister
of Labor. He worked hard to place on the
statute books some of the more feanible
promises of the soclalistic program, and se-
cured the passage of an act which gives 17,-
000,000 men and women the right to a pen-
slon at the age of 65. This event marked
the advent Into French law of the prin-
ciples of State socinlism. His political tag
is wtill “The Workingman's Friend.”

Vivianl has catholle tastes He knows the
work of all the modern French painters,
poets and actors. His judgment of It goes
far to form contemporary opinlon, Many an
artist and many a writer owe thelr public
recognition to the praise of Rene Viviani
spoken generously when all the pmteulonni
critica were silent or unfavorable. Much hag
baen mald, of course, mbout his antl-clarical-
lem, because that s part of his politics, und
about his “Irreliglon,” but on this point he
replies that before the true Christien he
stands “respegtful and upcovered,
